About 90 percent of township 
land will be reserved for resi­ 
dential-agricultural 
use, 
with 
four grades listed within that 
total.

RIGHTS HEAD

HERNANDO, Miss. TAP) -

More Damage Than Good 
h^ECRETARY oí Defense Robert McNamara 
tossed up a trial balloon in an effort to 
find a solution to the patently discriminatory 
military draft system. 
As we all know, the system is inher­ 
ently unfair in that It forces military 
service upon a disproportionate number 
of the poor and underprivileged who lark 
either the intelligence or the means to 
gain exemption by attending college. 
While in our opinion this discrimination 
ultimately results in the betterment of the 
whole nation by better educating Its citizens, 
it does discriminate among draft eligible 
males by virtue of their superior financial or 
mental resources. 
Mr. McNamara wants to end this 
built-in inequality by forcing everyone 
to serve his country for, say, two years 
in one capacity or another. 
He suggests they can choose among 
the military, the Peace corps, the poverty 
corps, or some other form of military en­ 
deavor just so long as they put in their two 
years of service to their country. 
• • * 
We think Mr. McNamara’s suggestion 
that the present draft system, needs modifi­ 
cation is an excellent one. But we also 
view his proposed solution as likely to do 
more damage than good to the U.S.A. 
In the first place, we don’t think that the 
alternatives to military service offered by 
the defense secretary are at all realistic. 
We’re afraid that there isn’t much to 
choose between spending two years in the 
poverty corps on an Indian reservation in 
Wisconsin, or umpty-ump months getting 
shot at from a dirty foxhole in Viet Nam. 
a a a 
Secondarily, the method proposed would 
be quite likely to tear down the motivating 
zeal which drives the present members of 
the Peace corps. Most of these people 
choose the Peace corps because of a gen­ 
uine crusading desire to help their fellow 
men.It Is this spirit which is largely respon­ 
sible for 'the success of the program, ft is 
this spirit which is very likely to be destroy­ 
ed as the corps becomes flooded with 
youngsters whose only excuse for joining is 
that anything must be better than dying on 
a battlefield. 
So while we agree with Secretary 
McNamara the present system of selec­ 
tive service is basically unfair, we don’t 
go along with his ideas on how to rem­ 
edy it. 
But we acknowledge that present prac­ 
tices need study—-perhaps by a congressional 
committee—and hope that out of this study 
will come some new ideas to both provide 
the country with the armed forces it needs 
and at the same time better adhere to the 
democratic principles which 'those armed 
forces fight to defend. 
'The sooner 'they do, then the sooner we 
can get those students at any university out 
of the halls and back to the study desks 
where they belong. 
Those LBJ “Pep Talks** 
pRESIDENT JOHNSON has been holding 
a series of meetings with small groups 
of high-level civil service career employes. 
His stated purpose is to encourage them to 
help him improve government administra­ 
tion and operations. 
Most of the individuals who participated 
in these hour-long meetings are convinced 
the President is sincere, but a minority is 
uneasy over the inevitable political over­ 
tones.Whether or not It Is a part of his 
design, the impression circulates that 
Mr. Johnson, also succeeds In spreading 
his own personal political bias among 
the groups. 
Some of those who have been in the 
White House wonder whether the President, 
incidentally, isn’t creating the impression 
that these high-ranking careerists owe their 
positions and therefore their future to the 
Johnson administration. 
Most of them believe while better gov­ 
ernment is the President’s primary objec­ 
tive, his own personal political gain is a 
recognized byproduct. The emphasis on the 
latter is in direct proportion to the degree of 
cynicism or “realism” of the individual 
participants. 
The President's lifelong obsession 
with politics is a primary factor in cast­ 
ing a political shadow over the meetings. 
High level government officials in. 'the 
career service cannot dismiss this from 
their minds. They enter the meetings with 
a builtin bias. Some of them, don't like be­ 
ing singled out for fear if they misjudge the 
President’s intentions their careers may 
suffer.

Gemini 9 Helps Set 
Rules for New Trips

Despite its numerous prob­ 
lems, Gemini 9 scored some 
notable successes and helped 
set guidelines for future man-in- 
space journeys. 
Two major setbacks were the 
inability to dock with the “an­ 
gry alligator’’ target satellite 
and the failure to test a rocket- 
powered back pack when Eu­ 
gene A. Om an's space walk 
was shortened. 
On the plus side were the suc­ 
cessful execution of three differ­ 
ent type of rendezvous maneu­ 
vers; the more than two hours 
of space walk experience; and 
the demonstration that astro­ 
nauts can steer a spacecraft to 
a pinpoint landing. 
Three Gemini space ships 
have planned to link up with 
Agena satellites. Only one, 
Gemini 8, was successful — and 
it was hooked up for less than 
half an hour before a faulty 
spacecraft thruster sent the ve­ 
hicle spinning wildly and forced 
an emergency landing,. 
• * • 
Gem.ini 6's Agena exploded in. 
space — and the astronauts sub­ 
stituted a rendezvous with the 
Gemini 7 craft. The flight 
showed that a manned ship 
could successfully seek out a 
tiny target in the vastness of 
space and move to within inches 
of it.Gemini 8 carried this a step 
farther by docking with an Age­ 
na. 
Gemini 9 astronauts Ceman 
and Thomas P. Stafford also 
were to have chased an Agena, 
but it failed to orbit. A substi­ 
tute satellite, called ATDA for 
Augmented 
Target 
Docking 
.Adapter, was sent aloft and 
Gemini 9 caught it in record 
time. But they were unable to 
link up because a protective 
shroud still covered the ATDA 
docking collar. 
Gemini 
program 
manager 
Charles W. Mathews said that 
Gemini 8 proved that docking 
can be accomplished, but that 
much more training and prac­ 
tice is needed. The final three 
Gemini flights call for hitching 
to an Agena in hopes of making 
up for the lost experience. 
Nevertheless, the Gemini 9 
astronauts were able to perform 
the three rendezvous maneuvers 
— all vital to man-to-the-moon 
missions. 
• * • 
The first rendezvous was 
similar in execution and time 
span to one that moon'-landing 
astronauts will have to make to 
start their return to earth. The 
second simulated the loss of the 
spacecraft radar set and was 
accomplished with a computer 
and by plain vision. 
The third and most difficult 
simulated the rescue of two lu­ 
nar astronauts who start a des­ 
cent to the moon and for some 
reason decide not to land. In 
such a case a third astronaut m 
lunar orbit would drop down to 
pick up his companions. 
Stafford and Cernan learned 
that rendezvousing with an ob­ 
ject from, above — instead of 
with a steady star background 
for reference — was very diffi­ 
cult.
